informed the court that Juvenile 
Court Judge James A. Cherry had 
signed a charge of incorrigibility 
against Young Lang. 

Supplementing the written con- 
fession under oral questioning, 
Lang told psychiatrists and police 
that he killed Lonnie in a quarrel 
that started when Lonnie threat- 
ened to tell Lang’s mother that 
he had stolen $10 from her.

Lang said he slashed the boy 
twice, once in the chest and then 
in the back. Then, he said, Gerald

Lang's statement but contended 
that Lang had forced him to hold 
Lonnie’s legs under threat of 
death. 

Lang said he went home after 
the killing and took off his 
clothes, which were soiled with 
Lonnie’s blood. He said he gave 
the bundle to the daughter of a 
neighbor, Anna Mae Evans, 17. 
He said he asked the girl to dis- 
pose of the clothing and not to 
tell anyone about the incident.

The plan, it was pointed out, 
probably will afford propaganda 
to the Communists in France and 
Italy, who have charged that 
American aid to Europe is part of 
an American plot to subvert the 
independence of European coun- 
tries. But the Senator who made

would have to be risked. He sajd: 
“We have got to take the rap on 
something, so we might as well 
take it on that.” 

Function of Proposed Group. 

As tentatively outlined, the new 
organization would consist of 
representatives of government 
and industry both in the United 
States and the country being 
aided. Members of the committee 
have been calling it, among them- 
selves, a “sort of internationa 
reconstruction finance corpora- 
tion.”

‘nomic Council Will Not 
Deter Fight to Ease 
Levy, He Asserts. | 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3 (AP)— 
Brushing aside a recommendation 
by President Truman’s Economic 
Council that taxes be held where 
they are to help Europe, Repre- 
sentative Knutson (Rep.), Minne- 
sota, announced today a four bil- 
lion dollar tax-slashing bill will be 
ready “at high noon Nov. 17.” 

That is the day Congress meets 
in special session at Truman's call 
to consider assistance abroad and 
inflation curbs at home. 

Knutson, chairman of the House 
Ways and Means Committee and 
Republican manager of tax legis- 
lation, voiced hope the tax cut 
would be passed ahead of any aid- 
to-Europe measure. 

“I'm afraid the President's ad- 
visory commitee is as badly con- 
fused as he is,” the lawmaker said. 

Truman's Economic Council re- 
ported Saturday that, with present 
tax rates and partial readoption of 
wartime inflation controls, the 
United States can help Europe and 
at the same time reduce the na- 
tional debt. 

Said Knutson: 

“The council's recommendation, 
to the contrary notwithstanding, 
will in no way deter us from going 
ahead in our fight to give the 
harassed taxpayer relief.” 

Cut Predicted By Martin. 

(The United Press reported that 
House Speaker Martin (Rep.), 
Massachusettes, predicted in Bos- 
ton that Congress would pass 
some sort of tax reduction leg- 
islation before adjourning next 
June. He said the Republican 
party “might insist” on a reduc- 
tion of present excise taxes which 
he described as being “so high 
they are strangling business, They 
were all right during the war but 
now we'll have to give them some 
attention.” ) 

“Two-Phase Tax Cut.” 

The new bill will be a “two- 
phase tax cut,” Knutson said, em- 
bodying nation-wide application 
of the community property prin- 
ciple along with percentage cuts 
in the various income brackets.

—Manpower shortage has shrunk 

the United States’s armed power, 

in the two years since V- J day, to 

a shadow of its wartime strength. 

Demobilization has stripped the 
Army, Navy and Air Force of 
Great segments of trained person- 
nel; recruiting has fallen down 
and prospects are dim ‘for an 
early pickup. 

As a result, the newly unified 
services are under strength, and 
in some cases undertrained, for 
the job of maintaining American 
world-wide commitments. 

This became apparent here this 
week when top brass assembled 
for “Exercise Seminole” which is 
testing the ability of the top eche- 
lons of the Army, Navy and Air 
Force to work as a team under 
service unification. 


Shoestring Maneuver. 

What could have been a gigantic 
operation to weld the services into 
a cohesive unit became a shoe- 
string exercise simulating armed 
might that isn’t there. 

The battleships, aircraft car- 
riers, cruisers, and even the in- 
fantry division that hit northwest 
Florida ach on D-day were 
strictly imaginary units. 

Task Force Choctow, that 
brought invading elements of the 
Second Armored Division from 
Galveston, consisted of 24 navy 
ships, but there was not one war~ 
ship among them. 

When the Second Armored, “hell 
on wheels” of wartime fame, put 
some 500 tanks and other ve- 
hicles ashore today — about a 
third of its authorized strength— 
it was parading all the ar- 
mored units it has currently 
available in the states. Half of 
its strength is composed of re- 
cruits who have never been to 
sea before. 

Behind “Exercise Seminole's“ 
simulation—no handicap to joint 
planning and armored landing 
phases but indicative of peace- 
time service weakness—is such 
a manpower shortage that com- 
manders are hanging out help- 
wanted signs. 

Manpower Pinch Conceded. 

Top military leaders here read- 
ily concede the manpower pinch 
and aver that only an unexpected 
pickup in recruiting can bring 
the services up to authorized 
strength. 

Over-all “Seminole” chief, Gen. 
Thomas T. Handy, who succeedea 
Gen. Jonathan Wainwright as 


Fourth Army commander, admits 
that there is no question but that 
the Army is under strength and 
recruiting has fallen down. 

In the country today there is 
only one infantry and one air- 
borne division, plus the abbreyt- 
ated Second Armored. 

The Army and Air Force are 
more than 100,000 men under au- 
thorized peacetime strength. 

The Navy, authorized to oper- 
ate a third of the ships that com- 
prised history's greatest wartime 
fleet, lacks the personnel to keep 
even that one third going. Half 
of the amphibious fleet is tied 
up, with caretaker crews. 

Further pinching the Navy is 
the expiration of two-year enlist- 
ments—injtiated at the war's end 
—invojving nearly a quarter of a 
million men. 

To salvage a portion of these 
trained men and replace losses, 
the Navy is working on a pro- 
gram to re-enlist a minimum of 
35 per cent and add 15,000 re- 
cruits a month until July 1. Navy 
officers say re-enlistments are 15 
per cent under requirements and 
new enlistments about 10 per 
cent short. 

The consensus is that the Army 
has weapons, the Air Force 
planes and the Navy ships. All 
that is needed is the men to man 
them. 


B-29 Force From Florida to 
Make Mock Attack en 
Fleet. 


TAMPA, Fla., Nov. 3 (AP) — A 
large force of B-29 Superfortresses 
from MacDill] Field flew out over 
the Atlantic today to launch a 
simulated attack against a United 
States fleet in the Bermuda area 
in the largest maneuver of the 
kind since the end of the war.

not to return an indictment 
against McKissick’s younger 
brother, Robert, a precinct cap- 
tain. 

Reed, an undertaker’s assistant, 
formerly had lived in Sedalia. He 
was arrested after Mrs. Hodges re- 
ported the telephone call to 
Phelps. 

Both Reed and Henry Meis- 
sick subsequently appeared before

KEM TO DEMAND KANSAS CITY 
VOTE INQUIRY BY SENATE 


He Says Convictions and Indictments Should 
Support Charge of Whitewash by 
: Justice Department.

KANSAS CITY, Nov. 3—Consid- 
eration by the United States Sen- 
ate of the Kem resolution calling 
for a full-scale investigation of the 
failure of the Department of Jus- 
tice to inquire fully into Kansas 


City vote frauds will be demanded 
by Senator James P. Kem (Rep.), 
as soon as the special session of 
Congress convenes, he announced 
today. 

A motion by Senator Kem to re- 
move his resolution from consider- 
ation by the Senate Judiciary 
Committee and place it before the 
Senate still is on the Senate cal- 
endar, he said. Althougn he said 
the place of his motion on the Sen- 
ate agenda will depend on deci- 
sions to be taken by the Senate’s 
Republican majority leadership, 
Senator Kem declared he will seek 
consideration by the Senate as 
soon after the new session begins, 
Nov. 17, as possible. 

“The fact that 34 persons were 
indicted by a Federal Grand Jury 
and three of them convicted, after 
the Judiciary Committee failed to 
report out my resolution, should 
give substance to my charges of a 
Department of Justice whitewash,” 
he declared. 

Senator Kem has charged that 
Attorney General Tom C. Clark 
had attempted to limit the scope 
of the original Federal Bureau of 
Investigation inquiry into the vote 
frauds. Following that investiga- 
tion Clark had decided there was 
insufficient evidence to warrant 
prosecution—a decision reversed 


after vote fraud evidence was stol- 
en by blasting open a safe in the 
office of the Board of Election 
Commissioners. * 

“I expect to arrive in Washing- 
ton about Nov. 15,” Senator Kem 
said. “I will seek a conference 
with Senate majority leaders as 
soon as possible after that date. 

“Of course I do not wish to 
have consideration of my jolu- 
tion interfere with consideration 
of emergency legislation. How- 
ever, it seems to me that the im- 
partial administration of justice 
is a pretty important matter. The 
question here is whether the At- 
torney General can pick and 
choose whom he shall prosecute 
or if he shall follow the evidence.” 

During the last session of Con- 
gress, Kem said, a Democratic fil- 
ibuster prevented consideration by 
the Senate of his resolution. “I 
don’t see how the Democrats can 
try the same tactics this time, 
particularly at the start of a ses- 
sion,” Senator Kem said, 

“If the emergency described by 
Mr, Truman is as pressing as he 
says, the Democrats should be 
willing to get on with the session 
and not stop to filibuster my reso- 
lution again,” he added.

15 PCT. RENT RISE PROPOSED

Two of the three chief heirs are 
living, and the heirs of the third 
will receive that portion of the 
$1,500,000 residuaty estate, The 
living heirs are Mrs. Grace Green- 
hall Silverstein of Oakland, Calif., 
a niece; and Alfred Frank of San 
Diego, Calif., a nephew. The de- 
ceased heir was Mrs. Branette 
Krupp of El Paso, Tex. Her share 
will be divided among her hus- 
band, Eli Krupp, and two daugh- 
ters. Under the terms of the will, 
the residuary estate was held in 
trust for 10 years.

The average, or blend, 
price is determined by the rela- 
tive quantities used for the two 
purposes. As a rule, about 80 per 
cent on the inspected milk is sold 
as bottled milk, and the remainder 
goes into by-products such as 
cream, buttermilk, chocolate milk 
and kim milk, which the ordi- 
nance\ requires to be made from 
approved milk. 

The blend price paid to farmers 
increased from 3,9 cents a quart 
in 1939 to 9.1 cents last year. This 
higher price, combined with in- 
creased production on the farms, 
raised the value cf milk produced 
from $1325 a farm in 1939 to $4406 
in 1946, and the total worth of in- 
spected milk produced in this shed 
went up from $5,863,726 to $15,- 
031,455, 


„ 


Production in the shed went up 
from about 322,000,000 pounds in 
1939 to 355,000,000 * last 
year, an increase of 10.3 per cent. 
At the same time, however, con- 
sumption of fluid milk here 
jumped from 204,500,000 pounds to 
324,000,000 pounds, or 58 per cent. 

This failure of grade A milk 
production to keep pace with de- 


sulted in the shortages. The 
Miik Market Administrator's rec- 
ords show that production in this 
milk shed is sufficient to meet the 
needs generally only during the 
peak production season of April, 
May and June. If conditions are 
favorable, March and July may be 


uate. 

Milk Imported in Shortage. 

These extended shortages have 
required that large quantities of 
milk be shipped here from the 
Chicago milk shed to supplement 
inadequate local supplies. St. 
Louis milk dealers have com- 
Ie imported milk costs from 

2 to 2.5 cents a quart more than 
that produced in this shed, a fac- 
tor in the high retail cost of milk 
here. 

Last year, for instance, there 
were 399,000,000 pounds of inspect- 
ed fluid milk and milk by-products 
sold in gt. Louis, Producers in 
this shed supplied only 355,000,000 
pounds, leaving a deficit of 44,000,- 
000 pounds which was made up by 
shipments from the Chicago shed. 
In September, the Market Ad- 
ministrator reported, the dairies 
brought in 6,116,147 pounds of 
milk, erdam and skim, a record 
for a single month. 

y Milk Imports Are Costly. 
Dairy officials asserted there 
are a number of reasons why im- 
porte: of raw milk from outside 
St. Louis supply area are costly. 
Milk from the Chicago milk shed 
can be purchased at only the high- 
er Class 1 (bottle and fluid milk) 
price. In addition, the 
suppliers charge about 60 cents 
xtra a hundredweight for collect- 
ing the milk, and the dairies must 
pay the added costs of shipping 
it to St. Louis. 

The imports also mean that local 
producers will receive a slightly 
higher payment for their products, 
the dealers said. The marketing 
* provides that if Class 1 milk 
is shipped into this market from 
outside the St. Louis milk shed, 
local producers are guaranteed 
that up to 95 per cent of their 
shipments will receive the higher 
1 price, even though a 
smaller percentage of their ship- 
ments were actually used for Class

HODDING CARTER SAYS 
SOUTH OFFERS HOPE 


Editor Cites Region’s Faults, 
Growing Racial Tolerance, 
Economic Advance. 


A qualified negative answer to 
the question, “Ig the South That 
Bad?” was returned yesterday by 
Hodding Carter, editor and pub- 
lisher of the Greenville (Miss.) 
Delta Democrat-Times, in a 
speech to the public affairs forum 
of the Pine Street Y.M.C.A. 


Carter, who won a Pulitzer prize 
last year for his editorials on 
race relations, told a predomi- 
nantly Negro audience that the 
South in its racial intolerance, 
economic handicaps, political ster- 
ility and educational lags, differs 
from other sections of the nation 
only in degree, not in kind. 

Viewed in the context of a 
world torn by * ye racial and 
political strife, the evils of the 
South seem minor ones to Carter. 
“IT am offering no excuse for 
southern racial intolerance,” he 
said. “What I am trying to em- 
phasize is that the world atmos- 
phere of hate and conflict is not 
a good climate for the breeding 
of good will and democracy; and 
the United States, all of it—de- 
spite our own failures—offers to- 
day the only chance for the ad- 
vancement of the democratic, 
Christian ideal.” 

Shortcomings Listed. 


Carter listed the shortcomings 
of the South which, he said, in- 
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cluded lack of hospitalization, a 
high infant and maternal mortal- 
ity, the highest proportion of ve- 
nereal disease in the country, an 
inferior agriculture, lack of bal- 
anced industry, a one-party po- 
litical system and the most nearly 
eomplete racial discrimination. 


“But in all these things the 
South today is infinitely better 
than it was 40 or 20 or even 10 
years ago,” he said. He cited a 
rise in the per capita income from 
less than one-half the national 
average to about two-thirds, a 
greater proportion of the tax dol- 
lar devoted to education than in 
any other section, a change from 
the hoe and mule system to a 
diversified and mechanized agri- 
culture and rapid strides in public 
health and venereal disease con- 
trol. : 

“Crimes of violence—particular- 
ly lynching—are less than even 10 
years ago but we still suffer from 
the shameful crime of not punish- 


erance in the South. I know, be- 
cause I have been doing it for 11 
years in Mississippi and there are 
others who are doing it too. 


“The South is undergoing a revo- 
lution today—an economic revolu- 
tion whose consequences will be 
both political and social,” he said. 
Better incomes, he said, will mean 
increased educational facilities 
wo ye sure, if slow, progress to- 
ward democracy for all who live i 
the South. . : 5 

“Perhaps I am an optimist,” he 
said in conclusion, “If so, I am 
glad. It seems to me the only al- 
ternative to optimism is a surren- 
der to those forces which we 
in the South, in the nation and in 
every corner of the earth—the 
forces of bigotry and of material- 
ism, of the police state and racism, 
of hopelessness and doom, In that 
ight ere more ‘Southerners than 
you know. And the South itself 
is a hopeful battleground.”

Federalists Would In- 
clude Supervision of 
Dangerous Aspects in 
Atomic Study. 


A world federal government, 
with powers to prohibit the pos- 
session by any nation of arma- 
ments and forces capable of wag- 
ing war, is the only hope of world 
peace, delegates to the annual 
convention ef United World Fed- 
eralists, Inc., resolved yesterday. 

Concluding their two-day con- 
vention at Hotel Jefferson, the 300 
delegates from 37 states would en- 
dow such a world government 

th power to supervise the dan- 
gerous aspects of atomic energy 
development and “of other scien- 
tific developments easily diverted 


to purposes of mass destruction.” 
Their resolution also called for 
such world inspection, police and 
armed forces as might be neces- 
sary to enforce world laws and 
provide world security. 

Tactics indorsed for achieving 
world government included use 
ef the amendment provisions of 
the United Nations Charter to 
transform it into a world gov- 
ernment or the use of world con- 
stituent assemblies of individuals 
or governments. 


Principles Indorsed. 


A statement of principles adopt- 
ed by the convention called for 
membership in the world govern- 
ment open to all nations at all 
times, without right of secession; 
reservation to member nations of 
all powers not specifically dele- 
gated to the world government; 
‘enforceability of all world laws 
directly upon individuals; © bill 
of individual rights, and represen- 
tation of each nation in the world 
legislative body upon a formula 
recognizing population, economic 
development, educational level 
and other relevant factors. 


30 Members on Council. 


Delegates elected a 30-member 
executive council which included 
Norman Cousins, editor of the 
Saturday Review of Literature; 
Edgar Ansel Mowrer, Chicago 
Daily News foreign correspond- 
ent; Mark Van Doren, Columbia 
University professor and author; 
Mrs, Raymond Clapper, widow of 
the columnist and news analyst; 
Robert Lee Humber, who per- 
suaded 16 state Legislatures last 
year to adopt his “Humber Reso- 
lution” asking Congress to sup- 
port the world federation move- 
ment; Cass Canfield, chairman of 
the board of Harper and Brothers 
publishing house, and John D.

It stated that the Amer- 
icans had invested $600,000,000 in 
a plant near Grande Mere, Que- 
bec, for the purpose of extracting 
uranium and employing it as a 
high explosive. Zabotin had the 
wrong plant but was on the right 
trail. He got the information from 
Dr. Alan Nunn May, an English 
physicist, who later pleaded guil- 
ty and was sentenced to 10 years 
in prison. 

Uranium Flown to Moscow. 

Despite Stalin’s “lack of inter- 
est,” a cablegram from Moscow, 
four days after Truman confided 
his “secret” to the generalissimo, 
instructed Zabotin to get detailed 
information from Dr. May “on the 
progress of work with uranium.” 
On Aug. 6 an A-bomb Wemolished 
Hiroshima, and on Aug. 8 the 
USS. R. hurriedly declared war on 
Japan. On Aug. 9, Zabotin cabled 
Moscow that uranium was the 
prime ingredient of the bomb and 
that May had given him 162 
micrograms of the metal. This 
treasure was considered so im- 
portant that Zabotin's deputy, Lt. 
Col. Motindv, flew with it at once 
to Moscow.

Byrnes Makes Offer. 
Byrnes carried with him to Mos- 
cow a resolution embodying what 
he regards as one of history’s in- 


‘|comparably generous offers—that 


of the United States to surrender 
its costly atomic discoveries to 
the United Nations. He proposed 
that it should be placed at the 
top of the agenda, Molotov in- 
sisted it should go to the bottom. 
Byrnes thought Molotov wished 
the item deferred because the 
foremost Russian expert in the 
field was then in Paris. But the 
scientist returned to Moscow and 

not appear at the conference. 

“I came to the conclusion,” ob- 
served the author, “that Molo- 
tov's request had been made sole- 
ly to give us the impression that 
the Soviet Government did not 
regard the atomic energy problem 
as important.” 

The full text of the chapter on 
Yalta, which for Byrnes repre- 
sented the high tide of Big Three 
unity, discloses that still another 
item of the “top secret protocol” 
was kept from his knowledge in 
addition to the more disastrous 
J. O. U.s“ signed by President 
Roosevelt and Prime Minister 
Churchill in return for Stalin's 
promise to enter the war against 
Japan. This was a clause added 
by I. M. Maisky, who had been 
Soviet Ambassador to Great Brit- 
ain and was now Deputy Com- 
missar for Foreign Affairs. It 
empowered the use of German 
labor as a form of reparations.

This is the real meaning of 
the problem of German assets in 
Austria about which the experts 
have already written so much.

Very briefly, the Soviets were 
granted at Potsdam all “German 


ment of their greedy bill for repa- 
rations. Those were the days 
when even the makers of Ameri- 
can policy had not learned from 
hard experience that it was vain 
to seek a true settlement with 
the Soviet Union at this time. 
Under the delusion that a few 
still cherish, they granted Stalin 
this concession among many 
others, They even did so without 
spelling out what was granted.

What Soviets Took. 


Altogether, the Soviets took 
more than 300 industrial plants 
of all Kinds, plug such banks as 
they could lay their hands on, the 
Danube Shipping Co., the Zisters- 
dorf oil wells, and tens of thou- 
sands of acres of farm land. 
Definition of “German assets” was 
miraculously broad. It even in- 
cluded some property actually 
American-owned, such as the 
American interest {n vital Zisters- 
dorf oil resources, ss 
Nor was this all. Totally in- 
credible as it may seem, the So- 
viets blandly announced, in the 
recent fruitless meetinga of the 
Austrian Treaty Commission, that 
they were the owners of Austrian 
highways. The Nazis had con- 
structed autobahnen in Austria 
after the anschluss. The Soviet 
negotiator, Novikov, had the mar- 
velous gall to claim that both 
these roads and the land under- 
lying them belonged to the Soviet 
Union. 
By the same token he laid claim: 
to a number of public buildings. 
But as a gesture of infinite gener- 
osity, he offered to trade off 
these roads and buildings, against 
stock, in industrial plants which 
even the Soviets could not call 
German. 

Control of Economy. 

In total, the property thus 
claimed by the Soviets is valued 
at between $700,000,000 and $800,- 
,000, If it remains in their 
hands, it will give them control 
of key sectors of the Austrian 
economy, It is an immense 
weapon of leverage, both to force 
Austria into her destined eco- 
nomic place in a Soviet-dominated 
Danube valley, and in the long 
run to add political subjection to 
economic domination. 

The management of the Soviet 
properties has been carefully 
planned for this purpose. Except 
for the Danube Shipping Co. and 
the oil wells, all the industrial 
plants have been gathered into a 
single gigantic holding company, 
U.S. I. V. A. 

(U.S. I. V. A. might well repay in- 
vestigation by the American So- 
viet sympathizers who are always 
seeing cartels under the bed), 
Political use is already begin- 
ning. In the food riots last May, 
many of the demonstrators were 
workmen in Soviet plants given 
time off for the purpose.

HE principal belligerents in 
World War II lost more than 
15,000,000 men in killed and 
| missing, Secretary of State George 
C. Marshall gaid today in a re 
capitulation of casualties. 


The wartime Chief of Staff's 
report wag released by the Ency- 
clopaedia Britannica as part of 
an article he has written for its 
forthcoming four-volume history 
of the war @ecade, 1937 through 
1946. The report did not include 
the losses of smaller nations such 
as Poland or the Balkan states 
which, it said, “added hundreds of 
thousands more to the total.” 


Russia suffered the heaviest loss 
of any belligerent, Marshall's re- 
port said. Germany suffered the 
worst in personnel losses among 
the Axis nations. 


His listing of military per 
sonnel losses, in ratio to the total 
1940 population of the nation con- 
cerned, was summarized as fol- 
lows: 


United States: 295,904 lives, or 
one in every 500 of the 1940 popu- 
lation. 


United Kingdom: 305,770 lives, 
or one in every 150 of the popula- 
tion. 

British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions: 452,570, or 0.08 per cent of 
the empire's population. 


Russia: 7,500,000, or one in every 
22. 

France: 200,000, or one in every 
00. 


Germany: 2,850,000, or one in 
every 25. 


Italy: 300,000, or one in every 
China: 2,200,000, or one in every 
200. 


Japan: 1,506,000, from 1937 on, 
or one in every 46 of its 1940 pop- 
ulation in the home islands. 


The report said the full cost of 
the war, “either in intrinsic values 
or in intangibles,” will never be 
known, and that such mathemati- 
cal terms as battle casualties, dol- 
lar expenditures and similar data 


are “but partial and inadequate 
yardsticks.”

Farben's initial moves were as 
elemental as those of any big 
business seeking government fa- 
fors. The dye monopoly, on which

Nitrates, for fertilizer and am- 
munition, were Farben’s next big. 
venture, But American and Brit- 
ish engineers and chemists were 
threatening this world corner, 

About 1926 Farben’s chemical 
magicians produced a new dream 
-—synthetic gasoline, with the 
prospects later of synthetic rub- 
ber. Farben plunged. By 1932 it 
had invested upwards of $150,000,- 
000 in research and in the spraw- 
ling Leuna works at Merseberg.

Star Chamber Stuff 


‘Part of the veil has been lifted from the mys- 
tery of the 10 men fired from the State Depart- 
ment, ostensibly for security purposés. Bert An- 
drews of the New York Herald Tribune, a thor- 
oughly reliable reporter, told the story of one 
of the men in the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 


Mr. Andrews made it clear that, since he was 
unable to discover all the facts in the case, he 
was not attempting to criticize or defend the 
State Department, nor to criticize or defend the 
record of the man involved. 

It appears, however, that the man was sub- 
jected to eight months of constant scrutiny by 
the FBI, in which the most minute details of his 
daily life, many of them of no consequence at 
all, were recorded. Following the decision to 
dismiss the man, he was given a hearing on July 
2, 1947, before a four-man panel headed by Ham- 
ilton Robinson, director of the State Department 
office of controls. 

The hearing was a farcical affair. It was 
made plain that nothing that happened at the 
hearing could affect the department’s decision 
of dismissal. The culprit was simply given a 


chance to say what he pleased, but since he was 


unaware of the charges against him, he was at 
a loss, as illustrated by the following sentence: 
“I really, frankly, don’t know what to say, since 
I don't know what the charges are.“ When he 
asked for guidance, Chairman RoWinson said: “I 
don’t think we can suggest to you things you 
ought to discuss. I think it’s up to you to de- 


With this blank wall in front of him, the man 
protested his innocence, but it was of no avail. 
His case had already been judged, no charges 
were made and he was denied the right of ap- 
peal. His request to take his case to Secretary 
Marshall was rejected. This star chamber busi- 
ness must give Americans a sense of uneasiness. 
It does not accord with American ideas of jus- 
tice and fair play. It is to be assumed that the 
FBI investigation turned up damaging evidence 
about the man, yet he was given no chance to 
refute it. Under these strange circumstances, 
he faces the future with a cloud over him that 
he cannot dispel. If Mr. Robinson’s office can 
do such a thing to 10 men, what is to prevent it 
from doing it to 100 or 1000 or 10,000, with the 
victims and the public left in the dark? 


Not long ago, it was disclosed that the same 
Hamilton Robinson is chairman of a committee 
which is drawing up rules to carry out the Presi- 
dent’s loyalty order of last March, and that this 
committee has some very peculiar ideas about 
loyalty. One of its rules would place even the 
ordinary affairs of federal civilian agencies be- 
yond public scrutiny. This rule, already in ef- 
fect in the Veterans’ Administration, classifies 
as confidential all 

information the unauthorized disclosure of 
which, although not endangering the national 
security (italics ours), would be prejudicial 
to the interests or prestige of the nation, any 
governmental activity, or any individual, or 
would cause administrative embarrassment 
or difficulty. 

Under this sweeping language, any pipsqueak 
bureaucrat could throw a screen around his of- 
ficial behavior that would prevent the public 
from having information to which it is entitled. 
It is unthinkable that the President would sanc- 
tion such a rule for federal departments. Yet 
it shows the pattern of the thinking that is going 
on in certain sections of the Government. 


Everyone freely grants that the delicate in- 


ternational situation and the necessity for pre- 
serving our atomic secrets call for utmost vigi- 
lance. But the need for such vigilance should 
not be used as a cloak for injustice and tyranny. 
Only last week, the President’s Committee on 
Civil Rights, in its epochal report, warned against 
the possibility that efforts to protect the Govern- 


ment against disloyal employes may lead to dan- 


gerous witch-hunting. It said that, while the 
Government has the obligation to employ only 
citizens of unquestioned loyalty, the whole civil 
liberties history of the country provides us with 
a clear warning against the possible misuse of 
loyalty checks to inhibit freedom of opinion or 
discussion. 

Under such secrecy as now prevails, it is all 
too easy for overzealous and fanatical Hawk- 
shaws in the federal service to misuse their pow- 


er. The public needs reassurance from the Pres- 


ident and the State Department that they will 
not be permitted to do so. 
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The Measure of John Rankin 


“Silent John” E. Rankin of Mississippi, who 
has been called “the most active larynx in Con- 
gress,” a chain-talker,“ and a politician “wired 
for sound,” aspires to the United States Senate 
at tomorrow’s election. He does so at a time 
when his state has an opportunity, in choosing 
a successor to Senator Bilbo, to represent itself 
in Washington with dignity rather than grotes- 
querie. Mr. Rankin won't do it. 

Rankin hates the Negroes and the Jews as 
much as Bilbo did, and if anything he hates 
them oftener. He also hates trades unionists, 
refugees and Mongolians. He is a standing ex- 
ception to his rule that there's a limit to what 


one Congressman can get excited about,” and 


when the tornado from Tupelo gets excited the 
spectacle fascinates while it repels. “I hate to 
think of the waste and destruction,” a New Eng- 
land member once said of Rankin’s speech-mak- 
ing, “but I simply can't resist the entertain- 
ment.” 

Mr. Rankin opposed the Wagner Act and the 
wage-hour law on the ground that they were 
destructive of individual liberty. He fought 
against $15 a week unemployment compensation 
because, he said, it would encourage willful idle- 
ness. He denounced PAC and declared anyone 
caught handling its funds would be “dealt with 
accordingly” by the “honest, patriotic, wane 
citizens of his district. 

Negroes, he believes, can be treated in ae 
one of four Ways: “Deportation, extermination, 
‘amalgamation, segregation.” He termed FEPC 
„Communistic“ and “the most ... brazen at- 
tempt to fasten upon the white people of Amer- 
ica the worst system of control by alien or min- 
ority racial groups that has been known since 
the Crucifixion.” 

He denounced a Department of Justice inves-

tigation of a lynching in Mississippi as an in- 


sult which has not been offered to a sovereign | 


state since the darkest days of Reconstruction.” 
When the United States Supreme Court ruled 


that Negroes must be admitted to the primaries 


he said his “greatest fear had been realized.” 


As for Jews, they got the United States into 
the war, he said, and the way to victory was to 
“expose the international Jewish bankers.” 


His stand on the bill to admit a limited num- 
ber of displaced persons from Europe into this 
country was that refugees brought “Communism, 
atheism, anarchy and infidelity” and that those 
already in the United States should “be sent 
back where they came from.” 

As vice-chairman and dominating figure of the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities, in 
the interim between Martin Dies and the Repub- 


lican Congress, he acquitted himself in such a 


way that Walter Lippmann declared him guilty 
of “lawless, subversive and outrageous attacks 
on the constitutional liberties of the American 
people.” 

Of such stuff is the Mississippi character who 
seeks a seat in the greatest deliberative body 
in the world.”

Those who think that the United States did the 
wise thing in junking wartime controls on our 
economy a year ago should read the report of 
the Council of Economic Advisers, which has just 
turned in its analysis of conditions to the White 
House. 

These students of economie trends are headed 
by Edwin G. Nourse, former Brookings Institu- 
tion economist, who certainly is no extremist. 
Yet it is a fair conclusion that they favor re- 
turn of a measure of control to such essential 
products as steel and grain. Specific recommen- 
dations will be made later. The present report 
deals with approaches to the problem. 


The first approach is to recognize the presence 
of much inflation and the danger that it will 
grow worse. The Nourse group, therefore, sug- 
gests an approach which would include continua- 
tion of high taxes, lowering of Government ex- 
penditures, reduction of Government debt, en- 
couragement of saving and vigorous control of 
credit to prevent overexpansion. 


Hand in hand with this should go, so this 
analysis implies, tight restrictions on speculative 
endeavor. These restrictions are needed to keep 
the rush for lucrative investments from driving 
short supply commodities still higher. Since 
these ends can be reached only through unified 
effort, it follows that Government controls, based 
on legislative measures and executive action, are 
indispensable. Voluntary means will not begin 
to do the job. 

The American people can help Sete through 
the Marshall plan, but they will need to tighten 
up their loose-jointed economic system to do it. 
Such tightening up is needed, Marshall plan or 
no Marshall plan, 
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Democracy Loses in China 

Suppression of the Chinese Demoé¢ratic League 
by the Kuomintang one-party dictatorship in Chi- 
na is the most heartfelt compliment that coali- 
tion of democratic moderates has received in its 
six years of existencé. Usually the most damn- 
ing criticism that has been leveled. against the 
league is that it is ineffective. It is now evident- 
ly considered effective enough by the all-pow- 
erful Kuomintang to warrant suppression and the 
arrest of its leaders. 

The Democratic League, composed of minor 
democratic parties and independent liberals, is 
China’s only approximation of a liberal party. 
Gen. Marshall, in his report on his China mission 
last January, referred to the minority parties that 
make up the Democratic League, but without re- 


ferring to the league by name. The liberals in 


these parties, he said, are “a splendid group of 
men” but they “as yet lack the political power 
to exercise a controlling influence.” Their as- 
sumption of leadership in the government, he 
said, would be the salvation of the situation, as 
I see it.” 

What the Kuomintang is doing in persecuting 
the Chinese Democratic League is further to 
damage relations between the United States and 
China and to narrow the future of that country 
to a choice between the extremes of Kuomintang 
dictatorship and Communism. 
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Let’s Have the Facts on Milk 


The Department of Justice, as told in the Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch, is going to examine evidence 
of price-fixing 6n milk and dairy products in St. 
Louis. The special committee appointed by Mayor 
Kaufmann is investigating both the price of milk 
and the supply. The two subjects are intimately 
related. For if there were an abundant supply 
of milk there would be more competition in dis- 
tribution. 

A story in the Post-Dispatch today goes fully 
into the supply situation. Despite vehement pro- 
tests to the contrary by Health Commissioner 
Bredeck, the story concludes that “this consumer 
market is plagued by critical and costly shortages 
of local supplies eight or nine months a year.” 

The evidence is so carefully marshalled that 
no alibi by Dr. Bredeck can obscure it, although 
he may point again to the fact that St. Louis 
dairies are sending a small amount of milk to 
the drouth sections of Texas. What Dr. Bredeck 
failed to point out, when he raised this particu- 
lar smokescreen, is that a certain amount of 
“cross-hauling” is always present in any supply 
situation and that the amount of milk St. Louis 
dairies are sending to Texas is only 3 per cent of 
the total we import from the Chicago milkshed. 


There is great need to increase the produc- 
tion of Grade-A fluid milk in the St. Louis milk- 
shed. And there is ample latitude to increase 
output. For, as today’s story points out, with- 
in an area of 150 miles of St. Louis the volume 
of uninspected milk going into manufactured 
products is twice as great as the volume going 
into fluid milk. 

The problem is to obtain the shift of a suffi- 
cient portion of this two-thirds to the Grade-A 
market. This is a problem for the Mayor's 
committee to explore and to solve, and no pre- 
conceived loyalties should stand in the way of a 
forthright answer.

None was more surprised than Philip Mur- 
ray when Secretary Marshall suddenly ac- 
cepted the CIO’s routine invitation to 
address its convention in Boston. 


And behind that lies a story of great im- 
portance to the whole American labor 
movement. 


Washington insiders noted the reaction 
from Boston with amusement. To insiders 
here it was amusing 
to have it inter- 
preted as a slap by 
the CIO at the Com- 
munists—within the 
CIO and elsewhere 
—who have been at- 
tacking Gen. Marsh- 
all and American 
in helping 
Europe. 


Where Boston had 
gone wrong in its in- 
terpretation was in 
its  pre-occupation 
with —— possible 
motivations of the 
GIO ten ‘leadership George C. Marshall 
in inviting Marshall. In that pre-occupation 
they failed to consider that Secretary 
Marshall had his own motivations in 
accepting. . 


It may now be reported that Secretary 
motivations involve a funda- 
mental change in the internal and domestic 
policies of the State Department, and that 
this change will be of great importance to 
the whole American labor movement. 


In Embassies, Too 


The fundamental change is the adoption 
of a new view in the State Department 
that the American labor movement must 
be asked to play an integral part in the 
implementation of foreign policy. 


This means that the Secretary or Under 
Secretary of State will have at his elbow 
an experienced adviser on international 
labor problems, and that our embassies 
abroad will be staffed with equally experi- 
enced labor attaches. And it means, fur- 
ther, that the men who will fill these roles 
will come directly out of the American 
labor unions and not—as so often in the 
past—from college campuses or law offices. 
And there will be one further qualification 
—that these men not only have actual 
labor experience but must also have politi- 
cal intelligence. 


This is a change of vast proportions in 
the State Department. For even in the 
heydey of the New Deal the State Depart- 
ment was closed to the American labor 
movement. Only when men like A, A, 
Berle Jr., were in the State Department 
did the American labor movement even 
possess a sympathetic and reliable channel 
to the top levels of State Department policy. 
After Berle—now chairman of the New 
York State Liberal party—resigned as As- 
sistant Secretary of State, the legitimate 
trade union movement did not even have 
a welcome door on which to knock in the 
State Department. 


At this point the American Federation 
of, Labor ceased waiting on the State De- 
partment to recognize that American labor 
unions were deeply concerned in the world- 
wide fight for freedom and against totall- 
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tarianism, and that our trade unions pos- 
sessed battle-won experience and talent to 
bring to the fight. 


The result was that the AFL sent Irving 
Brown as American labor’s representative 
to Europe, and sent Serafino Romualdi as 
the AFL representative to Latin America. 


Although Irving Brown’s powers and re- 
sources were far more limited than would 
be those of a representative of the United 
States Government, what he was able to 
accomplish in his limited sphere soon 
awakened the respect of our official diplo- 
matic representatives. He has been a 
tower of strength in the fight to wrest 
European labor unions from Communist 
control. 


Labor’s Talent Needed 


Similarly, Serafino Romualdi was able 
to accomplish in the same limited sphere, 
and in a short time, more than all our 
diplomatic representatives ig South Amer- 
ica put together. He has put the skids 
under the Communist labor generalissimo 
Lombardo Toledano in Latin America, 


For several months a small group of men 
in the State Department who are widely 
respected as foremost experts on the Soviet 
Union, and the Comintern advanced the ar- 
gument that since labor unions are used 
by the Communists as political arms in the 
war against democracy, the State Depart- 
ment must draw on the experienced talent 
in the American labor movement to meet 
the problem. 


Also, it was pointed out that in prac- 
tically every European nation the top 
political figures are drawn from the Euro- 
pean labor unions, The State Department 
would do well, it was argued, to be repre- 
sented by an Irving Brown in dealing with 
Europe's new officialdom, a man who could 
talk their language and understand their 
problems and know how to deal with them. 


Minds Are Made Up 


This argument was debated for weeks 
until the Communists called the strikes in 
Italy to cripple the Marshall plan and top- 
ple the De Gasperi Government. With 
this vivid example before them of the im- 
portant political role played by labor 
unions in the new order of things, the 
conferees in the State Department came 
to the end of their discussion and made 
their decision. 

It was in the light of this decision that 


Secretary Marshall accepted the invitation 
to address the CIO convention in Boston.

From out of the r seas of the 1860s 
comes this historical narrative of the Con- 
federate States raider, the Shenandoah, 
and her captain, James Waddell. Raphael 
Semmes and his Alabama have had their 
niche in histories and novels for many 
years, but Waddell and his Shenandoah’ 
are relatively unknown. The Alabama took 
69 prizes and went down in furious battle, 
but the Shenandoah is a good second with 
her 38 captures plus the fact that she was 
the only ship to carry the rebel flag around 
the world. 


The Shenandoah begins as the Sea King 
under the Union Jack. In mid-ocean it is 
transferred to a group of Southern “travel- 
ers” who hoist the Stars and Bars and in- 
stall some cannon from crates marked and 
manifested as “machinery.” From then on 
it’s burn and sink, with the greatest cour- 
tesy for women and consideration for all 
men who are not too angry over losing 
their ships. 

Diplomatic relations are established with 
some cannibal islanders. There’s an amus- 
ing yarn about an amazed Yankee whaler 
captain who is informed that the Confed- 
eracy is in “an offensive and defensive 
treaty with the whales, and we are up here 
by special agreement to dispense their 
mortal enemies.” Incidentally, the barrels 
of whisky on this whaler result in almost 
the entire Shenandoah crew getting drunk 
before their officers can restraifi them.

For an International Ruhr. 


The French, notably, think that 
they can better be trusted with 
steel production than 
can Europe's twofold aggressors. 
The Belgians and Dutch, though 
dependent for their prosperity 
upon trade with Germany, see no 
valid reason why the vital Ruhr 
valley industry should not be per- 
manently placed under a consor- 
tium consisting of the United 
States, Britain, France, Belgium 
and The Netherlands. 

They are more than cool toward 
all Anglo-American proposals for 
leaving the control of German in- 
dustry in German hands regardless 


of what political guarantees this 


American administration is pre- 
pared to offer. They fear that an- 
other American administration 
could reverse that position. They 
want control of Germany’s power- 
house to remain in their hands. 
Furthermore, they cannot over- 
look the fact that among the 
Americans most responsible for 
the American drift away from the 
principles of the Potsdam agree- 
ment (a drift which ex-Secretary 
Brynes attributes to Soviet dou- 
ble-crossing) are a number of busi- 
ness men formerly heavily in- 
volved in German investments, 


Potsdam Unworkable. 


Nor can they forget that as 
early as September 1945—before 
the Russians had demonstrated 
their unwillingness to carry out 
the Potsdam ‘agreements—Ameri- 
can experts Calvin Hoover and 
Don Humphrey of Duke Univer- 
sity had decided that the Potsdam 
agreements were “unworkable.” 

For these reasons they distrust 
Gen. Lucius Clay and his assist 
ants. They distrust any sort of 
Marshall plan aiming at European 
recovery around Germany. 

And they note that each time 
the Western European countries 
seem on the point of swinging 
whole-heartedly into the Western 
camp, American officials come out 
with some pronouncement or act 
that strengthens the west-Euro- 
pean Communists.

An Act of Choice. 


Groups who attempt to remove 
from all phases of life the exercise 
of religious discrimination must 
assume that no one takes his re- 
ligion seriously. Religion is an 
act of choice, hence of. discrim- 
ination, bound to extend to some 
degree beyond the immediate 
person and even to categories of 
employment. 

If an employer seeks a paper- 
hanger for his child’s room, the 
religious affiliation of the worker 
cannot reasonably come into ques- 
tion. If, however, he is seeking a 
nurse for his child, he will un- 
doubtedly feel it his right to ex- 
ercise discrimination against any- 
one non-co-operative toward the 
religious principles of the family. 
In all intimate employment— 
such as that of confidential sec- 
retary—the employer will seek the 
utmost compatibility. 


Discrimination in Hotels. 


Private education also is in- 
volved. Where schools are secu- 
lar, whether public or private, re- 
ligious factors cannot reasonably 
enter into choice of students. But 
where they are founded to exert 
a certain religious influence and 
chosen by parents for—among 
other thi at reason, discrim- 
ination is implicit. Freedom of 
religion does not prescribe free- 
dom from religion. If it were so 
interpreted, people would feel 
wounded in their basic rights. 

This column long has advocated 
a statute compelling all hotels, 
inns and restaurants licensed to 
serve the public to perform what 
they are licensed to do, and be 
ordered to accept any client ex- 
cept such as are blacklisted as 
bill-hoppers or nuisances. They 
are not private clubs. 

The statute would alleviate the 
present situation whereby wide 
discrimination against one group 
or race of citizens makes them 
inevitably the exclusive clientele 
ef nondiscriminating hostelries. 

But it is always well to bear 
in mind that religious and racial 
sympathies and antipathies do not 
readily yield to police measures.

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CHRIST CHURCH CATHEDRAL | 


OBSERVES | 28TH ANNIVERSARY 


The function of Christ Church 
Cathedral in bringing the influence 
of religion to the civic life of St. 
Louis was stressed yesterday by 
Dean Sidney E, Sweet in a spe- 
cial service marking the 128th an- 
niversary of the church’s found- 
ing. 

A liberality of 
characterized the congregation 
from its inception in 1819, he 
said, and he spoke approvingly of 
the great appreciation by the con- 
gregation of the civic responsibil- 
ity that developed from the 
church's downtown location over 
the years. 

The first church was built in 
1829 at Third and Chestnut streets 
and the second 10 years later at 
Broadway and Chestnut. Construc- 
tion of the present edifice at Thir- 
teenth and Locust streets was be- 
gun in 1859 and completed in 1867. 
In 1888 it was designated as the 
cathedral of the Diocese of Mis- 
souri,

Nervousness—uncertainty — has 
extended to the bond market. This 
might be called “planned nervous- 
ness.” The Treasury and the 
Federal Reserve Board have been 
using Monetary means as an in- 
flation antidote. Se far the anti- 
dote hasn’t worked visibly. 

First step was the use of excess 
Treasury cash to retire the Gov- 
ernment debt. Second, the Fed- 
eral Reserve System permitted 
Treasury bill and certificate inter- 
est rates to rise. Third, the Treas- 
ury has been transferring deposits 
from commercial banks to Federal 
Reserve Banks. Fourth, the re- 
serve system has been reducing 
its Government bills and certifi- 
cates. The object is to reduce 
reserves of commercial banks and 
so discourage over-liberal credit 
expansion. 

The net result of these influ- 
ences has been a decided drop 
in bond 1 in other , 
words, a rise in interest rates. 
Pacific Telephone & Telegraph 
recently sold 3%% bonds. Three 
to six months ago, it could cer- 
tainly have sold the same issue 
at 3% or perhaps even 2%%. 

At first only corporate bond 

prices sagged. Then government 
bonds began to slide. Even so, 
Secretary of the Treasury Snyder 
continued to draw deposits out of 
commercial banks, thus squeezing 
reserves. This is concrete evidence 
that the Reserve and the Treasury 
are serious about their anti-infla- 
tion money market policy. Ques- 
tion: Where will it lead? 

Credit control is a roundabout 
approach to price control. . It’s 
not direct, like price ceilings. And 
it’s slow to take effect. Right 
now the banks are rich with gov- 
ernment bonds; if they need bank 
reserves to make loans, they can 
sell the governments or borrow on 
them. And conceivably, if the 
market gets too weak, the 
Federal Reserve Banks might 
turn around and support it. That 
would defeat the anti-inflation 
purpose. For that would be the 
same as feeding new reserves into 
the banks. 

If the Reserve doesn’t step in, 
well—that presents still another 
problem. Controlling credit is 
almost mystical, in its action and 
consequence. You see an infla- 
tionary price rise coming or jn 
process, So, you try to stop it— 
by squeezing the banks, by 
making credit tighter. At first, 
the inflation goes on regardless. 
The controls — the _ tightening 
measures—work as if from a dis- 
tance. Then they begin to take 
effect—perhaps at the same time 
as other deflationary forces. The 
downward pressures may become 
rapid. Markets may break, pro- 
duction drop, unemployment rise. 
You might want to reverse your 
credit maneuver.. But again, it 
works slowly and as if from a 
distance. The standard example 
of this is the deflation in 1937-38. 
The Reserve then wanted to stop 
an inflation, it didn’t want a de- 
flation. 

That’s the trouble with money 
management, In operation, it’s an 
impersonal, glacial force. You 
never know quite how or when 
it's going to grip. And when it 
does, well—it grips.

DAYTONA BEACH, Fia., Nov. 3. 


OONER or later you are going 

to read in your newspaper a 

dispatch that goes something 
like this: 

“John Doe Jones, 44, of 113 
Elm street, was critically injured 
in a crash today. The accident oc- 
curred at the corner of Baked 
Beans Special and Canned Soup, 
long a dangerous intersection in 
the West end Super-Duper Mar- 
ket. It was here, only five days 


' ago, that a seven-way crash of 


carts resulted in injury to 12 per- 
sons, 

“Jones was taken to Oh Mercy 
Me Hospital. Physicians say he 
has a fighting chance. : 


- “Jones was hurt when he was- 


sideswiped by a heavily-laden cart 
pushed by Mrs, Henrietta Smith, 
31, of 1156 Seabreeze boulevard. 
Mrs. Smith suffered only minor 
injuries, as did her seven-year-old 
son, John, who was riding in the 
top basket in order to yank off 
price tags better. Both Mrs. 
Smith and her son were thrown 
clear of the wreckage and, for- 
tunately, their falls were cush- 
joned by a display of self-rising 
flour and dog biscuits. 

“Eyewitness accounts were con- 
flicting. Edward Edwards, butcher 
in the Super-Duper Market, placed 
the blame squarely on Mrs. Smith. 
He said that when she picked up 
a pound of butter from the deep 
freeze her cart was obviously ex- 
ceeding the speed limit, and that 
he turned to his assistant and re- 
marked that unless she slowed 
down someone was going to get 
hurt. The butcher said he remem- 
bered the exact time of the acci- 
dent, too; that it took place just 
as he was raising the price of 
pork chops two cents.

Murder and Terrorism Spread Through Southern Illinois as

Two Outfits Fought Each Other Both Sides Engaged 
in Booze Running, Operating Roadhouses, Gambling Joints 
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WHEN STEVE GEORGE OPENED THE DOOR OF THE HEARSE, THERE, TO HIS SURPRISE,

HE war between the Shelton 
and the Birger gangs, which 
spread murder and terrorism 
through southern IIlinois for more 
than two years in the middle a 
a 
bloody wars—nobody really won 
it, and both sides were depleted 
financially and physically. 

Both gangs were in the same 
business, running liquor and oper- 
ating roadhouses and gambling 
joints. Battling interfered with 
the normal course of business, so 
far as liquor running was con- 
cerned, and each side was con- 
stantly shooting up and wrecking 
the roadhouses 1 to the 
other, with the result that busi- 
ness was anything but good. 

Furthermore, it cost money to 
run a gang. The Birger gang, for 
instance, held forth at a place 
called Shady Rest which had once 
been a sort of tourist resort, The 
walls had been covered with sheet 
metal. The grounds about had 
been strung with electric lights 
to prevent attacks under cover of 
darkness, and a guard was always 
on duty at a little house at the 
entrance to the grounds which 
had once been a hamburger stand. 

Life at Shady Rest was interest- 
ing. The daily schedule called for 
target practice every afternoon 
from 2 to 5. The evenings were 
spent doing road patrol, which 
meant knocking over roadhouses 
and looking for Shelton men to 
kill. Beauty sleep began about 
sunrise, 

Life was also expensive. It was 
figured the ammunition bill alone 
ran around $50 a day. Also Birger 
had some 25 mouths to feed, and 
gangsters are big eaters. Art 
Newman, one of the Birger men 
who later became a sort of unof- 
ficial historian of the Birger- 
Shelton war, later related that 
when he joined the Birger gang 
he had $25,000 in the bank which 
he had saved by running liquor 
from Florida to Illinois. When

thet war finally ended, he said he 
didn’t have a dime. 

Birger had always maintained a 
big crew, so when the war started 
the Sheltons began building up 
their own gang, Although it was 
never as big as Birger’s, it was 
formidable. The Sheltons had 
sheared the top off a gasoline 
tank truck and it provided a ve- 
hicle with excellent protection to 
shoot from. It became known in 
gang circles as “the tank” and 
gave rise to the rumor that the 
Sheltons had got hold of an Army 
tank, and were shooting up the 
countryside from it. 

When the Birger gang saw it, 
they converted a Reo truck which 
Charley owned into an armored 
car by sheathing the sides with 
sheet metal. In it they conducted 
“road patrols,” There is no record 
that the two vehicles ever met in 
actual combat. 

Part of the war was carried on 
by telephone. Birger and Carl 
Shelton had one thing in com- 


mon, they liked to talk big. Tach 


would make public statements 
about what he intended to do to 
the other and to his gang. It was 
not uncommon for Birger or 
Shelton or their henchmen to call 
one another on the telephone, 
bandy a few obscene names and 
dare the other to come out and 
fight to a finish. 

he gangsters considered 
coynty and state officers of no 
4 Like Capone and the 
others in Chicago, they had come 
to look upon themselves as out- 
side the restrictions which bind 
ordinary citizens. Many a murder 
warrant was issued, but they 
gathered dust on the desks of dis- 
creet sheriffs. 

While the Klan war—mentioned 
in yesterday’s story—had been 
going on, professional gunmen 
from all over the country had 
been summoned or had just 
gravitated to the scene. The end 
of that war found gunmen on 
both sides with no war to fight. 
But they had other hobbies, such 
as robbery, safe-blowing, bootleg- 
ging and what not. They found 
southern Illinois a fertile field, so

In addition to rum-running, both 
Birger and the Sheltons were in 
the slot machine business. Before 
they split up they controlled vir- 
tually every slot machine in south- 
ern Illinois, It was this business,

split. Birger was custodian of 
the money collected from the ma- 
chines. He kept books and cal- 
culated how much each should 
get. Early in the summer of 1926, 
someone told Carl that Birger was 
keeping two sets of books. Carl 
got the idea Birger was holding 
out $410 on him. 

By the middle of August, 1926, 
the war was on in earnest, and 
Ahe first two casualties were 
Everett Smith and Harry Walker, 
Birger men who were killed when 
the Sheltons bore down on a Bir- 
ger roadhouse,

Leading the 
Birger patrol was a character 
named Steve George, who was 
usually in charge of Shady Rest, 
and who was to die there when 
the place was later fired by the 
Sheltons. Steve was a big fellow 
and rather handsome. But he 
was slow-witted and dangerous. 
When they caught up with the 
funeral Steve, merely curious, 
yelled at the driver of the hearse, 
Who's dead?” The driver didn’t 
answer. This angered Steve, so 
he asked again, Still no answer. 
Enraged, Steve fired a few shots 
at the hearse.

he got down to see for himself 
who was dead. When he opened 
the hearse there, to his surprise, 
sat Pulliam, his arm in a sling.

The Sheltons came right back 
fighting. They had two scores to 
even, the other being the shooting 
up and wrecking of one of their 
roadhouses, which had been done 
by the Birgers in an attempt to 
get Carl. The Birgers were al- 
ways trying to figure out a way 
to get Carl. 

“One night,” Newman related 
later, “we were just sitting around 
wishing we could get a shot at 
Carl, when someone came to the 
cabik and told us the Shelton boys 
were at this roadhouse. 8o we 
piled into the armored car and a 
sedan and paid the place a visit. 
We opened fire on the joint and 
shot hell out of it with four ma- 
chine guns, plenty of rifles and 
shotguns. “Then they kicked in 
the front door, only to find it was 
deserted. “So,” related Newman, 
“we carried out 15 gallons of 
whisky and wrecked the bar.” 


The Sheltons evened the score 
for this and the attack on the 
two men. In the early morning of 
Oct. 25, the body of “Highpockets” 
McQuay, bartender at Shady Rest, 
was found in his frost-coated 
coupe on a lonely road near Her- 
rin, The car had been riddled by 
a machine gun and Highpockets 
had been shot 10 times in the 
back. 

Just two days after McQuay’s 
body had been found two small 
boys saw a man's foot sticking 
from the water of a small creek 
near a town called Equality, 25 
miles from Shady Rest. The lads 
dragged the body from the water. 
It proved to be Ward Jones, 
known as Casey Jones,“ another 
bartender at Shady Rest. He had 
been machine gunned. 

“We had Casey buried down at 
Equality,”. Newman related. “We 
gave him a mighty nice funeral. 
It cost $498. Charley Birger paid 
for it, because Casey was a 
man and Charley issued orders he 
was to have plenty of flowers.” 

The killing of the two bartend- 
ers from Shady Rest was followed 
a few nights later by a raid on 
“County Line,” a Birger roadhouse 
south of West Frankfort, Machine 
gunners crept up through woods 
behind the place, strafed the two 
light frame buildings, and then 
burned them. No one was in the 
place at the time. 

The Birger gang, inspired by 
Newman who wanted to get Carl 
before Carl got him, began an in- 
tensive campaign to eliminate 
Carl. If they could alsa get Earl 
and Bernie, so much the better, 
So intensive was, the campaign 
that the Sheltons were numbered 
for purposes of identification 
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over the telephone. Carl, as brains 
of the gang, was known as Num- 
ber One. Earl was Number Two, 
and Bernie was Number Three. 
Using an old girl friend 
Carl’s as a decoy, Newman and 
other Birger tried

One fresh beef tongue, two me- 
dium-sized onions, one large ar- 
rot, three stalks celery with 
leaves, one small bunch parsley, 
eight peppercorns, one teaspoon 
salt, one-half cup almonds blanched 
and split, two cups water, two- 
thirds cup seedless raisins, six ta- 
blespoons fat (from tongue stock) 
or butter or margarine, three ta- 
blespoons flour, one-fourth cup 
crushed ginger snaps, two tea- 
spoons caramel, one lemon cut in 
small cudes, salt, paprika. 

Place the beef tongue in a large 


kettle. Peel and add the .onions, 
carrot, celery with leaves and 
parsley. Barely cover with boiling 
water and add the peppercorns 
and salt. Simmer for three hours, 
or until tongue is tender. Drain 
and reserve liquor. Skin and re- 
move roots from tongue and keep 
in a warm’ place. Simmer almonds 
in water one-half hour, then add 


‘raisins and simmer another one- 


half hour. Drain sauce, reserving 
liquor. Melt fat, butter or marga- 
rine and blend in flour. Stir in 
gradually enough of the raisin and 
almond liquid and the tongue 
stock to make three cups. Add 
crushed ginger snaps, caramel, al- 
monds, raisins and the lemon.
